THE GOVERNMENT OF BELIZF 
has set up a Petroleum Office 
in the Ministry of Natural 
Resources in Belmopan to co- 
ordinate and monitor informa- 
tion on the contiminp search 
for oi] in and around Pelize, 
and has secured the services 
of a petroleum geologist, Dr. 
F.O, Rao, to be in charge of 
the work, 

Dr. Rao, who has heen re- 
cruited through a_ United 
Nations Development Pro - 
gramme, has gone on record as 
saying he believes oil will 
be found in Belize. 

"T am sure that with enough 
drilling based on _ sound 
scientific data, oil in 
commercial quantities will he 
discovered in Belize” he 
told the government publica- 
tion the N€W BELIZE. 

The principal value _ of 
having such a_ co-ordinatinp 
office, Pr. Rao points out, 
is that it will be able to 
put together all the informa- 
tion from all the companies 
that have conducted surveys 
and explorations for oil in 
Belize - something that no 
single company can do, From 
this compos‘te of information 
it is hoped to form an over- 
all geological picture. 

The new Belmopan office has 
heen operating as an analysis 
and processing center for all 
the data gathered since oil 
exploration first began in 
1938, This information will 
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help to pin-point the areas 
most likely to vield oil in 
commercial quantities, it is 
hoped. Dr, Rao has said he 
hopes to do more than merely 
collect and co-ordinate in- 
formation, There is the com- 
plementary work of analysing 
this data and training a 
mucleus of Belize petroleum 
scientists and engineers to 
interpret it. 

Since active exploration 
for oil began in the 1950's 
more than half a dozen oil 
companies including such hig 
names as (Gulf Oil, Phillips 
Petroleum, Fxxon, Chevron, 
Anchutz and Placid have come 
to Belize to look for the 
elusive black gold. Some 
forty wells have heen sunk on 
the land and in the sea. Many 
have yielded encouraging 
signs that there is oil 
around somewhere, fut none 
has struck even a_ mild 
gusher. 


Dr. Rao thinks however that 
exploration - for oil will 
receive an impetus during the 
next few years and is working 
on a plan to have Belize well 
prepared and armed with suf - 
ficient scientific and geo- 
logical information to at- 
tract oil companies into 
putting the time and resourc- 
es necessary to make a 
serious and methodical search 
for oil here.

OLL EXPLORATION--Punta Arenas (by Francisco Eterovic)--The National Petro- 
leum Enterprise (ENAP) is drilling several wells in land located south of 
Tierra del Fuego, in the areas known as ''Moneta'' and "Estero Wilson," 
reported an ENAP spokesman to EL MERCURIO. The final objective is over 
4,000 meters deep, putting these wells among the deepest drilled to date. 
Ac this time a depth of nearly 2,000 meters has been reached. [t is 
estimated that the goal will be reached by the second half of March for the 
first area and the second half of April for the second. In the offshore 
operation in the Strait of Magellan, three new platforms are in the 
drilling stage and will soon begin producing. They are called Spiteful 
Norte 4 and 5, and Spiteful 8; they correspond to platforms 14, 15 and 16. 
So tar, the production coming from the thirteen bases that are producing 
accovats for 70 percent of the nation's crude oil. ENAP hopes that the 
first of these platforms, Spiteful Norte 4, will be incorporated by April 
ot this year; the second by the middle of the year; and the third by 
September. A fourth platform is scheduled to begin crude oil production by 
the end of the year, and with that the goal of incorporating four new 
platforms will be met.

ELECTRICITY TO RISE 17 PERCENT; VINLEC PLANS IMPROVEMENTS

KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, 
Tuesday, (CANA) — Elec- 
tricity rates in St. Vincent and 
the Grenadines will go up by 
17 per cent from next year, it 
has been officially announced 
here. 

The St. Vincent Electricity 
Services (VINLEC) said that 
effective January 1, its rates 
will rise by 11 per cent without 
the monthly fuel surcharge 
and 17 per cent inclusive of the 
surcharge. 


The increase will mean that 
domestic consumers on the 
main-island of St. Vincent will 
have to pay an EC$5.85 
minimum charge month 
plus 32 and a half cents per 
unit, while those in Bequia and 
Union Island; in_ the 
Grenadines will pay EC$5.60 
per month as minimum 
charge, and 35 cents per unit 
sy EC dollar equal 37 cents 

S.). 


The commercial rate in St. 
Vincent will be a monthly 
service charge of 42 cents per 
square foot or floor area and 
34 cents per unit. The new 
commercial rate in Bequia 
and Union Island will be 
EC$22 per month minimum 
charge and 36 cents per unit. 

The industrial rate will be 
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EC$6.00 per kilowat and 28 
cents per unit, while the street 
lighting rate in St. Vincent will 
be 36 cents per unit and in 
— 40 cents unit. 
nager of VINLEC Joel 
Huggins said the increases 
ha e necessary to meet 
the rising cost of generating 
and distributing electricity. 
He mentioned in particular 
the cost of maintenance, 
wages, which are expected to 
increase next year, and the 
cost of local services which 
the company projects will go 
up by some 15 per cent in 1983. 

Mr. Huggins also explained 
that the increases were to 
meet the cost of a new plant 
which. VINLEC would be in- 
stalling here in 1983-1984. 

In addition, VINLEC plans 
to embark on a significant 
amount of line improvements 
as well as modifications to 
some of its systems, all aimed 
at atte better quality of 
service to the consumer in the 
long run. 


VINLEC disclosed that it 
would require more than 
EC$15.7 million (1 EC dollar 
equal 37 cents U.S.) for capital 
expenditure and operating 
and overhead costs in 1983. 


The Caribbean Develop- 


ment Bank (CDR) is to lend 


VINLEC EC$6.3 million of the 


amount, but the company 
must raise the balance of 
EC$9.4 million. 


Mr. Huggins said it meant 
VINLEC must find a_ sub- 
stantial amount of extra cash 
during 1983. He added ‘‘some 
of this will come we hope from 
increased overdraft facilities, 
but the rest of it we have to 
raise from our own resources, 
and the only actual resource 
we have is input from the 
consumer by way of increased 
electricity rates.”’ 

The British Commonwealth 
Development Corporation 
(CDC), with investments in 12 
countries in the Caribbean and 
33 in Africa, East Asia, the 
Pacific islands and Europe, 
began operating the elec- 
tricity services in St. Vincent 
since the early 1950's. 

The St. Vincent Electricity 
Services (VINLEC) was 
established here in 1961 with 
CDC as the only shareholder, 
but in 1973 the government of 
St. Vincent acquired 49 per 
cent of the shares in the 
company.

ST. JOHN'S, Antigua 
(CANA) — The Antigua 
Workers Union (AWU). ex- 
pressing concern’ about 
aspects of a newly established 
Eastern Caribbean security 
scheme, has urged the five 
governments involved to 
make full details of the pact 
public. 

“We don't know if it is a 
police force that will come in 
and lock you up when there is 
a disturbance, so we are 
therefore asking the various 
governments to make this 
agreement public.’ Keithlyn 
Smith, general secretary of 
the AWU, said. 
: Antigua and = Barbuda, 
Barbados, St. Vincent and the 
Grenadines, St. Lucia and 
minica in October signed 
an agreement to set up a 
regional security force to 
assist each other in such areas 
as threats to national security, 
smuggling. maritime policing 
@uties and protection of off- 
shore facilities. 

The Opposition Democratic 
.abour Party (DLP) in 
Barbados has accused the 
government of not consulting 
with Parliament on the matter 
and has called for the 
fresentation of full details on 
the pact. 

Mr. Smith said his union 
believed the agreement was 
aimed at keeping the various 
governments that have signed 
the paet in power while. at the 
Same time, trampling on the 
toes of the working class 
people of the five countries. 


’ Mr. Smith said although the 
nent had been signed by 

it had not been made 

public and his union was very 
concerned about certain 
statements recently made by 
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Prime Minister Vere Bird 

' “Twas listening recently to 
a public meeting in which the 
Prime Minister said that what 
bad happened in Grenada wi! 
never happen in Antigua.” 
Mr. Smith said. 

“Now we have been hearing 
all sorts of things about this 
agreement and it has not been 
made public,’ he added 

“No citizen of Antigua can 
say what this agreement is all 
about, if it means that soldiers 
in Dominica can come to 
Antigua whenever there is a 
disturbance to shoot down 
people or vice versa or if a 
government has _ problems 
with the trade unions it can 
then decide to bring in forces 
from the other islands who are 
then told to do certain things 
that they were prepared to 
do.’ the AWL = general! 
secretary said. 

He said that if the 
agreement was not aimed at 
supporting the five govern- 


ments it should have been 
made public. 

The general secretary 
added that the agreement had 
come into force v th very little 
being said about it by the 
various governments 

“This is a serious matter 
and we feel that an agreement 
like this should have been 
made public for the people to 
understand what it 1s all about 
and I am hoping that we will 
have an opportunity to have a 
look at that agreement and to 
find out exactly what is behind 
the agreement,” he added. 

“The governments in the 
region are fearful of them- 
selves, everything you do in 
the interest of workers they 
call it destabilisation,” Mr 
Smith said.

The Regional Task Force 
was born out of a garment 
workshop organised by the 
CAIC in Barbados last Sep- 
tember. 

It is chaired by Mr. Jodha 
Samaroo and has as its deputy 
chairman Mr. Burns Bonadie, 
Secretary Treasurer of the 
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Caribbean Congress. of 
Labour. 

Yesterday’s meeting of the 
Task Force formulated a 
paper for presentation to this 
week’s meeting of the 
Caricom Council of Ministers 
in Guyana. 

The paper highlighted 
problems being faced in the 
garment sector and possible 
solutions. 

Mr. Samaroo, a former 
CAIC President, said the 
paper would also solicit the 
support ,of the Caricom 
Ministers for the establish- 
ment of a working party to 
carry out research into the 
regional garment industry.

COMPTON URGES OECS STATES TO SEIZE ECONOMIC CONTROLS

ST. JOHN’S, .Antigua, 
Saturday, (CANA) — ST. 
LUCIA'S Prime Minister, 
John Compton, has suggested 
that the Organisation of East 
Caribbean States (OECS) 
Governments should take into 
their hands all the levers 
necessary to establish control 
over __ their respective 
economies. 

Mr. —— told a meeting 
of OECS Finance Ministers 
here that this was necessary 
because the fires of inflation 
were raging through the world 
economies, with the speed and 
destructiveness of forest fires, 
bringing countries to their 
knees. 

‘With interest rates 
speeding in its giddy ascent 
bevond the raige of ordinary 
borrowers, be they govern- 
mentc or private individuals 
or corporations, it is critical 
that governments gather into 
their hands ali the levers 
necessary to establish control 
over their respective 
economies,’’ Mr. Compton 


said. 
Mr. Compton, who witha 
other Ministers of Finance: of 


seven-member regional sub- 
grouping are attending a 
meeting to formally approve 
the transformation of the East 
Caribbean Currency 
Authority into a Central Bank, . 
said that this would be the 
institution for the housing of 
those levers. 

“in a situation of such 
gigantic dimensions, we in the 
OECS countries are like bits of 
sticks on the raging ocean 
waves. Needless to say, we 
are seriously affected by the 
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existing economic conditions 
in the world econémy,” he 
saic.. 

The Prime Minister said 
that OECS members nad been 
adversely affected by the 
recession in the industrialised 
world, particularly their 
tourism and banana _in- 
dustries. 

“We are all experiencing 
severe fiscal difficulties as 
expenditures continue to run 


ahead of revenues. Our wage 
and price levels are seriously 
out of equilibrium and 
seriously threaten the —- 
tivity of our domestic a 
rt indastries. Our levels 
of consumption continue to 
exceed the levels of our 
domestic production, our 
balance of payments reflect 
this by being seriously in 
deficjt.”” Mr. Compton said. 

He noted that with the 
establishment of the Central 
Bank, it was time for the 
OECS states to take stock and 
set a Clear course for their 
economic recovery and 
reconstruction so that when 
the international economy 
recovers, hoepfully, late this 
year or early in 1984, they 
would be in a position to take 
full advantage of it. 

“The first thing we need to 
address ourselves to is the 
proper and effective 
management of our domestic 
economies,”’ he said, ‘our 

lic finances will have to be 

t into line, so that 

expenditures and revenues 

can be brought back into 

equilibrium with a surplus for 

the financing of our own 
economic development.’’ 
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INFRASTRUCTURE PROJECTS FINANCED BY BCIE, IDB FIGURES 
Guatemala PRENSA LIBRE in Spanish 14 Jan 83 p 4 


[Text] Between 1971 and 1981 150 infrastructure projects were carried out 
in Central America with investments totaling 1,884,600,000 Central American 
pesos. The Secretary General of Economic Integration of the area (SIECA), 
Raul Sierra Franco, reported yesterday. 


This information, he said, is continaed in the llth report on the inventory 
of regional projects prepared for the information of the governments of 
Central America, as well as the Central American Economic Integration Bank 
(BCIE) and the Inter-American Development Bank (IDB). 


The summary, he indicated, high-lights the fact that among the principle 
completed projects are the Arenal hydroelectric plant in Costa Rica, with 
an investment of 168.1 million pesos: also the geothermal project at 
Ahuachapan (El Salvador) and the cement project in Honduras, which total 
191.7 million pesos. 


Sierra Franco added that the infrastructure areas with the most investment 
were roads, mining, and electric energy, which required investments of 
CA $494.5, 405.2, and 338.7 million respectively. 


"In addition, there were 236 projects of which 12 were completed in 1981. 
The total investment for the latter and for all programmed projects was 
CA $12,379,800,000, of which 61 percent (7,651,400 pesos) are covered by 
foreign funding and 38.2 percent by local funds." 


Sierra Franco added that the principal institutions participating in the 
foreign financing of the projects included in the SIECA inventory were the 
following: IDB, 776.5 million pesos, BCIE, 491.3 million pesos; International 
Reconstruction and Development Bank (IRDB), 361 million pesos. Also, the 
Venezuelan Investment Fund (FIV), 216.8 million pesos; EXIMBANK and Associ- 
ates, 47.1 million pesos. 


Also participating are governments, private foreign banks, and the private 
foreign banks, and the private sector (oil companies in Guatemala), with 
797.7 million pesos.

According to the inventory, the five countries of the region 
million pesos in 1981 as against 1,116,700,000 programmed; that is, the 
actual investments constituted 88.4 percent of the total programmed. 


Sierra Franco said the first report of this type was published in 1971 and 

it was updated periodically with the requirements needed for classifying 

the different infrastructure projects in the area as regional. In particular 
projects must be connected with transportation, energy, telecommunications, 
water resources, natural resources, mining, and hydrocarbons. 


In addition, he concluded, they must be the result of an agreement among 
several countries in both the institutional and the financial aspects, and 
directly or indirectly support subregional integration in these areas.

FACTOR IN MOBIL PURCHASE LOAN DEBATED 


Adams on Canadian Bank Loan

Prime Minister and 
Minister of Finance, Mr. Tom 
Adams, said on Tuesday that a 
lean which the Government 
was getting from the Royal 
Bank of Canada in Barbados, 
was a recognition of the 
confidencé which the banking 
system has in this country. 


He was speaking in the 
House of Assembly on a 
resolution seeking 
Parliament's approval for the 
borrowing of US$13 million 
from the Royal Bank Offshore 
Branch for on-lending to the 
National Petroleum Cor- 
poration tor the financing of 
the purchase of the assets of 
Mobil Exploration Barbados 
Limited. 


Mr. Adams thanked the 
Royal Bank of Canada for the 
confidence which it had 
showed in the country in these 
difficult times, and not ac- 
cepting all the lies that have 
been told about the Govern- 
ment. 


The Prime Mivister said 


that he was very happy to be. 


dealing with the local bank, 
which was easier than dealing 
with other banks which had 
found themselves in awkward 
financial positions. 

Mr. Adams said that he had 
advised the Barbados 
National Bank not to be afraid 
of the Ccemmercial Banks 
which were operating here, 
and in particular the Offshore 
Banks. . 

He said that assistance 
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which the Royal Bank of 
Canada had made availabie to 
the Government ought to be a 
resolution to those who said 
“that when you go to the IMF 
(International Monetary 
Fund) that credit is severely 
affected.” 


The Government had hoped 
to get the US$13 million from 
the Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company and _ associated 
Banks for the purchase of the 
assets of Mobil. but Govern- 
ment was subsequently in- 
formed that the American 
Bank was unable to raise the 
money. 

Deputy Prime Minister, Mr. 
Bernard St. John, was critical 
of the Barbados National 
Bank in its handling of the 
matter. And added that what 
had happened should be a 
lesson to the BNB and to the 
Ministry of Finance. 

Mr. St. John said that the 
National Bank must examine 
itself. He added that bad it 
done so, the Bank would not 
find itself in such a position, 
where it had given Govern- 
ment a commitment which 
Should not be carried through. 

According to Mr. St. John. 
the BNB had been given a full 
opportunity but he was very 
disappointed, because they 
had let down the Government. 

He said he was disappointed 
because the BNB had _ not 
circulated local commercial 
banks and asked them to 
participate in the move to 
raise the money for the 
Government. 
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Haynes on Morgan Trust Action

Opposition spokesman on 
finance. Dr. Richard Haynes, 
said in the House on Tuesday 
that the failure of the 
Government to get a US$13 
million loan from the Morgan 
Cuaranty Trust Company was 
an indication. that the 
American Bank was con- 
cerned about the credibility of 
Barbados. 

The Government, thro 
the Barbados National Bank, 
was expecting to get the US$13 
million from the Morgan Trust 
Company and associated 
Banks for financing of the 
purchase of the assets of Mobil 
Exploration Barbados 
Incorporated and in 
December last year, 
Parliament passed a 
resolution guaranteeing the 
loan. 

However, Government was 
subsequently informed that 
the Morgan Trust Company 
was unable to raise the 
money, and Government 
turned to the Royal Bank of 
Canada OUftshore Branch for 
the loan. 

Dr Haynes said that the 
resolution seeking approval of 
the loan from the Royal Bank 
of Canada, had caused a most 
embarrassing Situation for 
Parliament. ‘“‘Just a few 
weeks ago we agreed to enter 
into a loan agreement with 
Morgan Guaranty Trust 
Company, now today, we are 
being asked to nullify that 
resolution,’ he added. 

Dr. Haynes said it was 
another instance of the con- 
siderable confusion there was 
in the Ministrv of Finance, 
land the gross incompetence in 


«that ministry 


He said that the Govern- 
ment and the Ministry of 
Finance must have been 
totally ignorant of the trends 
in the financial world. He 
added that the Government 
should have known that there 
was a great probability that 
the. Morgan Bank could not 
come up with the money 

Dealing with the question ot 
the Offshore Bank. Dr. 
Haynes Said that the greatest 
danger in financial and 
economic terms in having 
Offshore Banks presence in a 
small economy like Barbados 
was the danger of con- 
tamination. 

He added that the fact that 
there was easv access to 
Offshore Banking was one of 
the ways the Government 
could find itself in grave 
difficulty in handling the 
financial affairs of the 
country. 

Dr. Haynes said _ that 
because of the world financial 
crisis, the Royal Bank of 
Canada was looking for a 
market, and he was not sur- 
prise that the Bank could 
“offload’’ US$13 million on the 
people of Barbados. 


According to Dr. Haynes, 
the Royal ‘Bank giving the 
Government the loan was 
nothing to boast about. He said 
that the Bank was not doing 
this country any favour. “It 1s 
normal business activity’ he 
added. 

Dr. Haynes said that the 
Situation was certainly a bad 
reflection on the competence 
of the Government itself. and 
the gross incompetence of the 
Ministry of Finance.

Alfred Taylor, has said that a 
new two-year pay agreement 
for hotel workers concluded on 
Tuesday will cest some $3.5 
million over the next year and 
could lead to further lay-offs 
in the already troubled in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Taylor described the 
agreement reached with the 
Barbados Workers Union last 
week as “fair and reasonable” 
and one which would affect 
some categories of hotels 
more than others. 

“I cannot foresee too many 
lay-offs.” he said, on eee 
there have been many layoffs 
re A one and there may 
well some more, but I do 
not think in any drastic 
numbers.”’ 

The wages agreement, 
which became effective on

BLACKMAN COMMENTS ON CONDITIONS IMPOSED BY IMF FOR AID

The conditions imposed 
on Barbados the In- 
ternational onetary 
Fund (IMF) are the 


mildest which Central 
Bank Governor Dr. 
Courtney Blackman has 
ever come across in such 
an agreement.

credit-worthiness oh the in- 
ternational market. 
His comments came 


yesterday on the radio 
programme ‘‘Point At Issue’’. 
The subject, was ‘The IMF.’ 
Dr. Blackman said that 
Barbados had ensured suct 
mild conditions by ap- 
proaching the IMF before the 
“11th hour.’’ He said that by 
oing to the IMF early, 

rbados had been able to 
create a situation very dif- 
ferent from those in Jamaica 
and Guyana after such 
agreements. 


He pointed too to countries 
like Zambia and Tanzania 
which were now negotiati 
agreements in which the 
was demanding _high 
devaluations and tremendous 
cutbacks in government ex- 


penditure. 

Dr. Blackman noted that for 
Barbados there has been no 
real changes...."‘except for 
credit restrictions, people in 
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Barbados are still free to 
trayel, to import goods not on 
licence and very few goods are 
on licence, etc.” 

He said that because the 
country was fairly wealtny 
with a per capita income of 
US$4 000 it was not surprising 
that it was able to make ad- 
justments more easily than 
others. The country’s per 
capita income, he said, was 
seven times that of Guyana 
and twice that of Jamaica. 

Dr. Blackman said that 
when this was added to the 
fact that the Barbados 
Government had _ taken 
measures in advance of ap- 
proaching the IMF and went 
to the Fund before the country 
was in serious tang bog Ae 
was not . surprising t 
conditionalities were mild. 

On the subject of improved 
eredit-worthiness for the 
country. the Central Bank 
Governor said that by going 
to the IMF Barbados had 
reassured its creditors and its 
likely creditors that the 
country was taking the steps 
necessary to restore 
equilibrium to the economy 
and increase the probability of 
repaying ‘outstanding debts 
and any future debts. 

Said Dr. Blackman: 
“People will not lend you 
except they think you are 
doing the right thing. The 
people who lend us money

study this economy. And if the 
Barbadians seem to be doing 
nonsense they will not lend 
them any money.” 


Alternatives to going to the 
IMF would have been to 
tighten credit more severely 
and put severe restrictions on 
imports to take care of the 
balance of payments, he said, 
but this would have led to 
increased prices and unem- 
ployment. 


He said too that Barbados 
could have tried to borrow in 
the international financial! 
market at higher rates of 
interest than those of the 
Fund. 


Dr. Blackman dismissed the 
argument that Barbados 
should not use the facilities of 
the IMF. 

He said: ‘‘If we don’t intend 
to use the facilities of the IMF 
at any time whatsoever 
because they are such a 
wicked organisation, I think 
we should not join them at all 
because in normal times we 
have a lot of funds tied up with 
the IMF. It means that all the 
money that we tied up against 
the day that we might need 
their facilities would be a 
loss’.

CHINESE ASSISTANCE--China says that Barbados has the potential to significant- 
ly increase its vegetable production and aim closer for self sufficiency in 
this area. Information Officer in the Chinese Embassy in Bridgetown Mr. Wang 
TehJen said so yesterday shortly after giving an update on his countrv's pro- 
posed assistance to the Barbados agricultural sector. That country will be 
setting up a vegetable experimental centre at the Home Agricultural Station

The Beacon's Reply 


The gratuitous cheap shot contained in his last paragraph notwithstanding, 
Mr. Henry Young's letter raises a number of issues which we feel deserve a 


reply. We deal with them point by point. 


1. We do not deny the right of Henry Young or Net Vasquez to make contribu- 
tions to and participate in the affairs of the U.D.P. But we do deny them 
the right to scheme and connive in efforts to repress the free will of the 
party membership, to subvert and circumvent the democratic expression of that 
will. This was our position in 1979, this is our position now. It appears 
to us that these two gentlemen feel that they can dictate to the U.D.P., 

ride roughshod over the wishes of the rank and file, and treat the Party as 
the personal chattel of themselves and the interests they represent. That 
being the case, the BEACON will continue to expose and resist their machi- 


nations at every turn. 


2. Mr. Young suggests that Mr. Hubert Elrington's quote of him as saying that 
'no Black man can lead the U.D.P.," (which we reported) was taken out of 
context. We fail to see what kind of context could possibly justify that 
kind of a statement. And we note that Mr. Young has never denied making the 
statement, or even offered to explain it. In the circumstances, if he in 
fact "loses favour with the community" because of the statement, it will be 


no more than he deserves. 


3. When it suits him, Henry Young is the first to defend freedom of the press. 
(It eminently suited him during the Bird's Isle/City Centre controversy when 
the solidarity of the opposition newspapers played so crucial a role in sup- 
porting him against the Minister of Sports, despite the fact that his record 
in relation to player protection and the development of basketball left much 
to be desired). Yet, he now appears to want to prevent the BEACON from legi- 
timately reporting and commenting on developments within the U.D.P. that are 
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clearly matters of the greatest public interest and concern. It is precise- 
ly to ensure that the vote for the new party leader will only be taken after 
‘due deliberation,’ and in an atmosphere of total disclosure where all the 
facts have been fully canvassed, that the BEACON will continue to write on 
and analyse intra-party developments. 





4. Henry Young says that there were eight divisions nominating Mr. Esquivel 
as opposed to one for Mr. Goldson. That may be so, but the manner in which 
some of those nominations were procured is instructive, and an example ot 
the kind of tactic with which we quarrell. We know for a fact that in the 
Pickstock Division, for instance, Mr. Esquivel's backers got Mrs. Jackie

was done without calling a meeting of the division or even of the executive.

5. Mr. Young will have to explain how it is that, despite the claim that they

PAPER SPECULATES ON REPLACEMENT OF FINANCIAL SECRETARY

[Text] ACCORDING to very reliable reports reaching this newspaper, the Finan- 
cial Secretary of Belize, Mr. Edmund Marshalleck, has been conspicuously absent 
at many occasions when one would ordinarily expect that a public officer of his 
seniority and capacity would be around. Marshalleck was reportedly not amon, 
the Belizean officials with whom a team from the World Bank met during a work- 
ing visit late last year, nor did he attend a recent meeting of the Board of 
Directors of the Caribbean Development Bank. 


On top of all this, the Financial Secretary is hardly ever seen around Belmo- 
pan, the nation's capital, and virtually none at all here in Belize City. 


This absence of the Financial Secretary has given rise to much speculation. 
According to what this newspaper has heard, Mr. Marshalleck finds himself be- 
tween a rock and a hard place so far as the Cabinet is concerned. Neither the 
leftists nor the rightists in Cabinet are satisfied with his performance and 
neither will be sorry to see him go. As a matter of fact, it has been sug- 
gested that a certain faction within the Cabinet is actively agitating for his 
removal. 


Mr. Marshalleck assumed the post of Financial Seerctary in 1978 following the 
tragic death ina traffic accident of the ex-Financial Secretary Mr. Ratael 
Fonseca. Mr. Fonseca had been an able manager of the nation's tinances; how- 
ever, Mr. Marshalleck's performance in the same role has left much to be de- 
sired. As a matter of fact, IMF has come to mean "Its Marshalleck's Fault" in 
Belmopan, a reference to the severe liquidity problems which forced the Belize 
Government to negotiate with the International Monetary Fund for a loan to 
solve its cash flow and balance of payments difficulties. 


Quite obviously if the Cabinet decided it no longer requires the services of 
Mr. Marshalleek it must have a replacement in view. That replacement now being 
siven serious consideration by Cabinet is reportedly former Public Officer Mr. 
Ray Puller. 


Mr. Ray Fuller resigned trom the Public Service back in the mid 1970's after he 
had reached the very substantive post of Permanent Secretary in the Ministry 
of Trade and Industry. So impressed was the Cabinet with his performance while 
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in the Service that after he resigned, Mr. Ray Fuller was offered the post of 
Ceneral Manager ot the Development Finance Corporation (DFC), the quasi-gov- 
ernment institution which lends capital to the agricultural, industrial, as 
well as other sectors. 


Mr. Fuller continued as General Manager of DFC until early 1980 when he was 
appointed Managing Director of the Caribbean Food Corporation (CDF). Cur- 
rently on vacation in Belize, Mr. Fuller continues as General Manager of the 


Trinidad-based CFC. 


Government watchers have commented that the choice of Mr. Ray Fuller as a 
replacement to Mr. Marshalleck as Financial Secretary is not altogether sur- 
prising. However, they point out that Mr. Fuller is not likely to come by 
cheaply. Apart from the fact that his CFC pay is reportedly higher than that 
of Belize's Financial Secretary, the Cabinet's signals to Mr. Fuller are said 
to be in the nature of S.0.S's.

CANE FARMER EARNINGS--CANE FARMERS in Orange Walk and Corozal last year came 
off with earnings which were 25 per-cent lower than their earnings for the 
previous year - even though they produced a much bigger cane crop. The higher 
yield last year, amounting to 1.095 million tons of cane, provided evidence 
that the programme to combat smut was having good results. But the lower in- 
come, representing a cut of 25 cents out of every dollar, meant that cane 
farmers have been forced to tighten their belts to the point where it hurts. 
Overall, cane farmers collected $40,635,627 last year for 1,095,501 tons of 
cane delivered during the 1982 crop. The year before they had collected 
$54,036,323 for 999,896 tons. According to the Belize Sugar Board, plans are 
moving ahead for rehabilitating those cane-fields which have been struck down 
by the smut disease. Negotiations are now under way for a $7 1/2 million 

loan between the Cane Farmers Association and the Development Finance Corpora- 
tion. It is expected that these negotiations will be completed early this 
year so that the loan funds can be issued in time for the planting season. 
Both sugar factories, the one at Libertad and the other at Tower Hill, are 

now in production and there are high hopes that the 1983 crop will be a large 
one equallying or surpassing that of last year.

PRO-CUT OPPOSITION TO WAGE POLICY CHANGE; INTERNAL SPLIT 
Pro-CUT Discusses Wage Policy Change 
Sao Paulo FOLHA DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 5 Jan 83 p 21 


[Excerpt] The National Committee for the Single Workers Confederation [Pro-CUT] 
is meeting this weekend at the headquarters of the National Federation of Farn- 
workers to discuss the changes in the wage policy as announced by the government. 


According to Raimundo Rosa de Lima, chairman of the State of Sao Paulo Union of 
Bakery and Confectionary Workers, who announced the meeting, the facts learned 
at this weekend's meeting will determine the possibility of organizing a "na- 
tional day of struggle" on 14 January to retain productivity levels and the 
current structure for calculating wage increases. The union leader feels that 
"the workers cannot allow to pass with impunity this further squeeze, which was 
thought up by someone who has absolutely no interest in our problems and knows 
nothing about the realities among us." 


In Lima's opinion, the government "could never consider this reformulation with- 
out first seeking dialogue with the workers so that some of the reasons cited 
for it can be properly cleared up." If his opinion were requested, the union 
leader would tell the economic authorities about the situation of his own fel- 
low bakery workers, who number about 30,000 men in Sao Paulo. Between 1980 and 
1981, they received wages averaging between 58,000 and 60,000 cruzeiros per 
month, but that figure has dropped to between 40,000 and 45,000 cruzeiros over 
the past few months. According to Lima, the increase legally granted during 
that period "was swallowed up by the labor turnover caused by unemployment, and 
no official wants to hear about that when he talks about figures." 


The union leader describes as "immoral" the government's guarantee that going 
to the IMF will not represent any threat to the country's sovereignty: "The 
wage reduction proves that that is a lie and that in addition to the pressures 
exerted on them by the employers and the government, the workers are now being 
subjected directly to another threat, this one international." According to 
Lima, the workers "did not contract the foreign debt, nor are they negotiating 
it, so I feel that we have nothing to pay."' The union leader feels that with 
less official meddling, "the debt might not be paid, but at least it would not 


grow as fast as it has been growing." 
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Pro-CUT Committee Starts Campaign 


Sao Paulo FOLHA DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 25 Dec 82 p 19 


[Text] Rio de Janeiro--The National Committee for the Single Workers Confede- 
ration has started a people's campaign against possible changes in the current 
wage policy. Ome objective is to collect 1 million signatures nationwide and 
send them to President Figueiredo and the National Congress in an effort to 
prevent those changes from taking place. 


At a table set up at the corner of Sao Jose and Rodrigo Silva Streets--one of 
the busiest spots in downtown Rio de Janeiro--over 600 signatures were collected 
and pamphlets entitled "Workers in Struggle Against the New Wage Tourniquet” 
were distributed in less than an hour. 


Roberto Percinoto, chairman of the Bank Employees Union and a member of Pro-CUT, 
said that the campaign in Rio de Janeiro will be extended throughout the country 
to prevent the change in the current wage policy from being carried out, "be- 
cause the workers do not accept the thesis that wages cause inflation." One 
main goal is to combat the cut from 10 percent above the INPC [National Consumer 
Price Index] to a maximum of three times the minimum wage. 


Stalls and tables will be set up everywhere in the city to collect signatures, 
a job that will be handled by the unions and class associations. Pamphlets 
will be distributed around the city every day between 0900 and 1900 hours. 


Roberto Percinoto also says that they will struggle for quarterly wage increases, 
the free negotiation of productivity levels, and no wage increases below the 


INPC for any wage group. 


The pamphlet that is being distributed at the tables set up for collecting sig- 
natures says in one place that "subjected to real blackmail by international 
financial capital, the nation is indignantly witnessing the imposition of IMF 
authority to control the Brazilian economy so as to continue our foreign indebt- 
edness and a model of dependent development, which are responsible for the situ- 
ation of poverty in which the vast majority of our population continues to 
exist." The pamphlet is signed by the Pro-CUT National Committee. 


Confrontation in Labor Disputes Foreseen

[Text] Rio de Janeiro--"They are putting another hole in a belt that cannot be 

tightened any further." That is how Abdias Jose dos Santos, leader of the State 
of Rio de Janeiro Union of Shipyard Workers, regards the government's announced 

intention to alter the current wage policy. Santos, who is also a member of the 
Executive Board of the Pro-CUT National Committee, feels that any change in the 

mechanisms regulating wage increases will reduce the workers’ real wages even 
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further and generate a situation of "despair' among wage earners, who are also 
being harassed at present by unemployment. 


The union leader told this newspaper that intervention by the IMF in Brazil's 
economic policy and its effects on workers’ wages were the main concern at the 
meeting by the Pro-CUT Committee, which is responsible for preparing the Sec- 
ond CONCLAT. At that meeting, in which over 50 union delegates representing 
18 states participated, the leaders present were called on to make an effort 
to "stir up the union movement" and mobilize it to combat the carrying out of 
the government's intentions to "further tighten the wage tourniquet" in 1983. 


"We are all concerned, and we have no illusions about the fact that as a result 
of intervention by the IMF, the only solution for the government will be another 
twist of the wage tourniquet. We are unable and unwilling to put up with it." 
But Abdias Jose dos Santos rules out the possibility of a "wave of strikes" in 
1983 as a reaction by the workers to the changes in the wage policy. He be- 
lieves, however, that 1983 will be a year of "much movement and much struggle 

to halt the onslaughts on the workers." He predicts that wage negotiations-- 
during the collective disputes--will be vitally important for keeping wages 
close to reality. "We will again have to force the situation during the dis- 


putes.” 


Sebastiao Athaide, chairman of the Rio de Janeiro Highway Workers Union and 
newly elected federal deputy for the PDT [Democratic Labor Party], hopes that 
the congressmen elected on 15 November will "block" the government's plans in 
Congress next March. The union leader and deputy says he is completely opposed 
to changes in the wage policy, but admits that he does not believe there will 
be a radical reaction by the workers to this new situation. "In the current 
climate of unemployment, it is premature to say anything, but I predict that 
the workers' protests will not get off the ground.” Even so, he draws atten- 
tion to the need for the wage issue and the IMF intervention to be discussed 

in the unions and says that they should call their members together for that 


purpose. 


Opposing Factions' Delegations to Brasilia

[Text] Sao Paulo--Two eight-member delegations will try to represent the Sao 
Paulo union movement at the meeting by the Pro-CUT National Committee that is 
scheduled for next Saturday and Sunday in Brasilia. Reflecting the dissensiv:: 
that is polarizing union activists in Sao Paulo, one of the delegations was 
elected at a meeting called by the union federations, while the other was 
elected at ENCLAT (Meeting of the Working Classes), which was held last week. 


Tn its plenary session, the Pro-CUT National Committee is to settle the dispute 
over who should represent Sao Paulo's unions. Behind the dispute over positions 
in the Pro-CUT leadership are two viewpoints concerning the planned single union. 
The majority of the Sao Paulo federations (chemical workers, metallurgical 
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workers, farmworkers, and others) claim that the federations and union officials 
should be given more weight than has been allowed by the Pro-CUT National Com- 
mittee. The other viewpoint, supported by the PT [Workers Party]--the winner 

so far in Pro-CUT--is claiming, on the contrary, that participation by rank- 
and-file delegations should be encouraged in addition to that by union repre- 


sentatives. 
Partisan Interference 


According to Argeu Egydio dos Santos, chairman of the Federation of Metallurgi- 
cal Workers, the unions and federations that met last Friday--a total of 125 
organizations--feel that "there is a great deal of partisan political inter- 
ference in the Sao Paulo ENCLAT, in particular by supporters of the PT, who are 
seeking hegemony in the union movement.'’ Argeu added that most of those 125 
organizations also criticize ENCLAT's bylaws, which say that meetings must be 
held to elect rank-and-file representatives on a proportional basis in addition 
to the union delegates. The chairman of the metallurgical workers' federation 
also accused ENCLAT's organizers of sending the notices to the unions too late, 
"thus enabling PT members to improvise meetings at the factory gates, where 
they wind up electing their own comrades.” 


The Pro-CUT National Committee's rules were observed in Sao Paulo, responds 

Jair Menegeli, chairman of the metallurgical union in Sao Bernardo do Campo. 

In his opinion, the eight delegates elected at the meeting called by the federa- 
tions will not be accepted as representative, because "the dissatisfied unions 
should have appeared at ENCLAT to defend their positions, as was done by 50 
unions and 30 associations." The delegates supported by the federations moved 
that ENCLAT be adjourned, but the majority of the delegates at last weekend's 
meeting voted no on the grounds that notice of the meeting was distributed to 
600 organizations in Sao Paulo over 2 months ago, providing "sufficient time 

to organize the meetings for electing delegates," according to Jair. 


"Tricks, gimmicks, and intellectual fakery dominated ENCLAT," is the counter- 
attack by Joaquim dos Santos Andrade, chairman of the Sao Paulo Union of Metal- 
lurgical Workers, who says: "They prevented the most representative union 
leaders from attending in favor of organizations of a para-union type, such as 
the associations." Jair Menegeli argues that Joaquim should have gone to ENCLAT 
and "perhaps he would now be one of the eight elected delegates, who were chosen 
on a proportional basis according to the various lists submitted to a vote." 
"The Sao Paulo metallurgical union must be represented, but it must observe the 
democratic rules established for ENCLAT and elect rank-and-file delegates," 

says the head of the Sao Bernardo do Campo metallurgical union. As far as the 
associations are concerned, Menegeli considers their participation legitimate, 
saying that "they would already have the status of unions if it were not for 

the authoritarian labor legislation now in effect." 


Factions 


Arnaldo Goncalves, chairman of the Santos metallurgical union, deplores the 
divisions between "a PT faction, which wants a central union where its hegemony 
will be assured, and another faction, this one conservative, which is not taking

part in the effort to build the central union--one example of this being the 
union of commercial employees."" Like Raimundo Rosa of the bakery union, 
Arnaldo Goncalves is a member of both of the delegations that will compete to 
represent Sao Paulo in Brasilia.

CHOICE OF NEW EMFA HEAD WILL STRENGTHEN AEROSPACE PROGRAM 
Sao Paulo O ESTADO DE SAO PAULO in Portuguese 16 Jan 83 p 8

[Text] Brasilia--President Joao Figueiredo's appointment of Air Force Gen Waldir 
de Vasconcelos to replace Army Gen Alacyr Frederico Werner as chief of the EMFA 
[Armed Forces General Staff] restores the principle of rotating that post among 
the three services and reflects the government's concern to strengthen "aero- 
space power,’ which is defined in military circles as "the capability to control 
and utilize airspace for specific purposes using all of the country's aeronauti- 


cal and space capacity." 


When he takes office on Tuesday, Gen Waldir de Vasconcelos will interrupt a 
cycle of dominance by the army in heading the EMFA, a high-level advisory body 
to the Presidency that also oversees the War College, the main generating center 
for the national security doctrine that was introduced with the Revolution of 


31 March 1964. 


With the considerable know-how he has acquired in the field of civil aviation, 
General Vasconcelos is qualified to head the EMFA at a time when the government, 
impressed by the performance of aerospace power in deciding the outcome of the 
Falklands conflict, is striving diligently to strengthen the aerospace industry, 
which is considered "a particularly difficult factor." 


The Brazilian aerospace industry produces everything from gliders to military 
training and ground attack jet aircraft and is now stepping up its offensive in 
the area of high technology (radar, rockets, and computers). An outstanding 
example is the establishment of DACTA (Air Defense and Traffic vontrol System)-- 
a solution that was chosen in keeping with the Brazilian doctrine of integrated 


air power. 


The space program, in which the EMFA is heavily involved, devotes its research 
to efforts to produce components domestically, make substitutes for imports in 
reequipping its forces, and develop the arms and aerospace industry. An out- 
standing example in that respect is the space program that began in 19/76 with 
the objective of developing a family of rockets for research and military appli- 
cations. In the area of research, Sonda 1, 2, and 3 have already appeared, and 
Sonda 4 is under development. It has two stages, uses a solid propellent, and

takes over at the EMFA. His last assignment in the air force was as director 


general of the Department of Civil Aviation. 
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General Waldir will be taking over at the EMFA from Army Gen Alacyr Fre 
Werner, who entered the reserve last December on reaching the age of 66, which 

is the limit for 4-star generals--the highest army rank in peacetime. A veter- 
an of the Brazilian Expeditionary Force, General Werner served in the Italian 
campaign on the staff of General Mascarenhas de Morais as adjutant in the Sec- 
ond Section under then Lt Col Amaury Kruel. He received his fourth star at his 
last opportunity to be promoted and was then assigned to command the War College, 
from where he transferred to the EMFA, whose chief has the status of a minister 
of state. At the Realongo Military School, Werner was in the same graduating 
class as President Figueiredo, although in a different branch. 


Established in 1946, the EMFA has so far been headed by 23 army generals, 2 ad- 
mirals, and 1 air force general, although theoretically, its command should be 
exercised in rotation by military men from the three services. The admirals 
were Luiz Teixeira Martini, who took over at the EMFA in 1965, and Murilo Vasco 
do Vale Silva (1969). The air force general was the former minister and veteran 
of World War II, Nelson Freire Lavanere Wanderley, who left the EMFA in 1968. 


Waldir Vasconcelos, who before being promoted to general commanded the 4th COMAR 
(Air Command] (formerly the 4th Air Zone) in Sao Paulo, is from Rio de Janeiro 
and is 58 years old. He graduated from the Air Force School in Campo dos 
Afonsos in 1944 and has over 2 years of active service ahead of him. He will 


complete 4 years as a 4-star general in 1985, wnen he will be transferred to 


the reserve. 


He previously held cther important posts in the air force. In 1964, he was a 


member of the minister's staff, after which he commanded the Speciai Transpor 
Group at the Brasilia Airbase. In 1967/7, he served on the National Security 
Council as chief of the Section for Psychosocial Affairs. He also served as 
assistant chief for the air force in the Military Household of the Presidency, 
and in 1976--by now a general--he was assistant air chief of staff when the 
chief of staff was Deoclecio de Lima Siqueira from Sao Paulo, who is now a 


judge on the Superior Military Court. 
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He is said to be one of the air force generals closest to Minister of Air Delio 
Jardim de Mattos, whose absolute trust he enjoys and whose political thinking 
he wholeheartedly supports. It is also said that he has very close relations 
with army generals and admirals, something that is considered necessary in 
chiefs of the EMFA, since that organization carries out studies and planning 
common to the three services. 


It is reported that his political activity has been discreet but that he sup- 
ports the political plans of the president of the republic, Gen Joao Figueiredo.

MEDIUM, LONG TERM DEBT TO FOREIGN BANKS EXAMINED

Text} The Banco Andino de Panama, which is linked to the Banco de Chile. 
is our country's largest creditor, according to an official study that ana- 
lyzed the medium- and long-term foreign debt to each of the foreign banks 
that have loaned money to Chile. 


Information obtained prior to last 30 November indicates that the debt to 
the Banco Andino cotals US $463 million. 


Among Chile's principal creditors, that bank is followed by Manufacturers 
Hannover Trust, with US $373 million; Citibank N.A., with US $334 million; 
and Chase Manhattan with US $251 million. 


Other major creditors are the Bank of America (US $240 million), Lloyds 
Bank International (US $221 million), Crocker National Bank (US $219 
million), and Chemical Bank (US $214 million). 


Otficial Study 


The study, written by the international management division of the Central 
Bank, indicates that the 69 foreign banks included in the attached list are 
owed a total of US $6.902 billion, which represents 67.8 percent of our 
country's medium- and long-term debt to international banks. 


The 69 banks mentioned were given special consideration because they meet 
at least one ot the tollowing requirements: they are owed more than $50 
million, or payments amounting to more than US $5 million must be delivered 


to them during 1983.

(he Central Bank Study also analyzes the development of the program of pay- 
ments to the principal creditor banks during the first 6 months of 1983.

(At this Cime 
photographer Walter Fernandez, who knows chat language a little, began to 
speak to her, and Mrs Corvalan laughed. They exchanged a few common Russian 
words, apparently with good pronunciation. That was the best the graphic 
reporter could do, as he was not able to fulfill his assignment because 
Lide Castillo de Corvalan vigorously refused to be photographed. There was 
no alternative, except for either taping the conversation secretly or photo- 
graphing her surreptitiously.) 


Question; So you haven't had any problems here?

Garcia Valls Presents Budget 
Havana GRANMA in Spanish 29 Dec 82 p 3 
[Speech by Francisco Garcia Valls] 


(Text] The estimate of the results of the 1982 State Budget dramatically shows 
the results of the measures adopted by the government. In the adverse situa- 
tion caused by the difficulties in resources in freely convertible currency, 
the planned revenue was overfulfilled by about 3 percent while expenses were 
maintained practically at the budget level. Therefore, the predicted deficit 
of 420.7 million pesos was reduced to 148.1 million, improving the balance 

by 272.6 million pesos. 

Revenue from circulation tax was overfulfilled by 316.6 million pesos and re- 
venue from other contributions of enterprises and budgeted units increased 
335 million pesos over the plan. This more than compensated for the decrease 


in other sources. 


In this overfulfillment of revenue, the better control exercised over the 
economy, the efforts to increase the mercantile funds and to develop the par- 
allel market as well as other price increases played a predominant role.

eport on Main Results of Execution of 1982 Plan, Basic Features, Elements of 
Proposed National Economic Plan for 1983 Presented by Humberto Perez] 


[Text] Comrade deputies: 


As requested by the Council of Ministers, I present to you the main results 
of the execution of the 1982 Plan and the basic features and elements of the 
Proposed 1983 National Economic Plan. 


December of last year when presenting the proposed 1982 plan to ANPP, we 
ferred to the international economic neigeiceanian in which we nad to develop 
ir activities this year and in subsequent year Wwe warned about the hich 
nterest rates that we were obliged to pay for tears and about the process 

of galloping inflation that greatly increased the prices we had to pay for the 
products we imported from the convertible area while the price of our main 
export product--sugar={-was in a period of open decline. In addition, the 
nited States intensified its aggressive policy and its blockade against Cuba 
and pressured the economic, commercial and financial institutions of the West- 
ern countries in order to create additional difficulties for our country.

For those reasons and under those circumstances, we proposed modest growth 
objectives for this year as the most advisable, rational and prudent thing to 
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Nevertheless, nouSing construction by the state was less than 30,000 le- 
ions which is lower than planned for this year in tne 5-year plan. 

In education, the capacity of daycare centers increased about & percent for 
very 1,000 children under 4 years of age ” The number of semiboarding pri-

In reference to public health, there was a slight increase in beds for medi- 

cal care and welfare. The number of doctors increased, reaching the planned 

figure of 1 doctor for every 569 inhabitants. The infant mortality rate de- 

creased from 18.5 for every 1,000 born alive in 1981 to 17.4 in 1952. 


AS waS planned, investments were almost i0 percent lower tnan in 13381. Never- 
theless, some important industrial projects began operatims like: a lubri- 

cating oil processing plant in Santiago de Cuba; a feed factory in Cienfuegos; 
a citrus complex in Jaguey Grande, Matanzas; and a mineral water ot ting Vac- 
tory in Pinar del Rio. The start-up phase was reached for projects like Unit 


No. 8 of the Mariel Thermoelectric Powerplant and a citrus packing plant in 
ene de Cuba. Some 25 dairies and genetic centers, 10 cattle fattenins 
enters, 8 calf-raising centers and 2 Swine projects were completed.

There were significant although modest growths in several industrial branches. 
For example, as is ny the last sugar harvest of 8.2 million tons of sugar 
base 96° is the second largest harvest in our country's history. Also the 
fish catch increased by approximately 15 percent. In the agricultural and 
livestock sector, there were decreases due to poor crops of vegetables, pro- 


duce and tobacco. 


Work productivity continued its rate of growth although lower than in 1981; 
it is 14 percent higher this year than in 1980. The cost per peso of produc- 
tion went down almost 1 percent which meant a savings of more than 100 million 
pesos for the national economy. The improvements in economic efficiency pro- 
duced in recent years are being maintained in many fronts and activities. 


In the domestic financial balance, the different measures that have been

like the Retail Price Reform, the development of the parallel market, the 
sreater administrative economic controls and the much higher increase in ver- 
sonal savings than planned result in equilibrium in the domestic financial 
Dalance with even a certain reduction in cash in circulation.

There- 
fore, our investments and our construction process remain restricted although 
within this we have tried to preserve housing construction and construction

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The plan that we propose to you, in spite of the restrictions we are forced 

to make, will represent a growth of between 2 and 2.5 percent compared to 1982. 
This growth is concentrated in the planned increases in: the sugar industry, 
3 percent; cane agriculture, 10 percent; nickel producti, 12 percent; coffee 
and citrus production, 21 percent; and vegetables and produce, 23 percent- 
Keeping in mind that there was a significant reduction in 1982 due to low 
yields caused by adverse weather conditions. The production and recovery 

of spare parts will increase 14 percent to replace imports. With this same 
objective, the production of artificial wood boards and toruia will virtually 


double. 


The effort that has been made in recent years in the production and :

It is a modest plan with certain restrictions but it permits us to maintain 
minimal levels of economic growth in the midst of a world crisis that causes 
the majority of the countries in the capitalist world and the underdeveloped 
world to have zero growth and even a decline in their economies. it is a 
olan that permits us to basically maintain the levels of consumption reached 
and permits us to continue, although more slowly, our modest development pro- 
srams, basically because they are programs in collaboration with the social- 
ist countries, primarily the Soviet Union. It is a plan that permits us io 
continue raising and improving our levels in public health and education. 


However, it is a plan that depends, as never before, on our efficiency in the 
use of the resources we have. It is a plan that demands maximum effort from 
all the leaders of the country: party leaders, the leaders of our economy, 
union leaders, our workers and all the people. It requires maximum responsi- 
bility in handling our production and financial resources, fighting in 
way to reduce production costs to the minimum and increase the profitabdilit, 
of our economic activities.

It is a plan that is decisively supported by the measures we nave been apply- 
ing for several years and that we continue applying and by the additional 
measures we have agreed on and begun to apply this year. We will continue to 
apply and implement them in the ensuing years. 


These measures include continuing to work to reduce our imports and to de- 
crease the coefficient of imports in our production, especially reducing 
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imports of capitalist origin. There have already been significant achieve 
ments in this. In 1975 total imports of capitalist origin represented app 
ximately 49 percent of all our imports. In 1983, at comparable prices, they 
will represent only 13 to 14 percent. 


It is necessary to continue increasing our exporting effort that has in- 
creased our exports from 60 different products in 1976 to more than 140 at 
this time. These new, nontraditional products that began to be exported in 
1977 already reach 13 percent of all our exports. It is necessary to con- 
tinue working to increase our traditional exportable funds: sugar, tobacco, 
coffee, citrus, fish and nickel. It is also necessary to develop tourism and 
replace imports that we are still forced to make through traditional and new 


agricultural production. 


t is necessary to comply with the program of measures to save fuel whicn has 
already had results in 1982. There was an adjustment in the allocations for 
the different organisms and people's government organs, a stimulation in con- 
vertible currency for savings and periodic control over consumption. Tre 
1982 plan, with an Overall Social Product about 17 percent higher than in 
1980, only required 3 percent more fuel consumption than in 1980. If we con- 
pare it to 1981, the economy grew about 2.5 percent in 1982 but used 3.7 per- 
cent less fuel than consumed in 1981. For 1983, with a planned growth of 

2 to 2.5 percent of the economy, fuel allocations for all the different 
activities are similar to those for 1982. In other words, the economy must 
grow only on the basis of efficiency; it will not receive more fuel to do it. 
As an additional stimulus, next year we will apply a system of bonuses for 
the workers tied directly to those decisive areas in fuel consumption. The 
work of the provincial committees for energy savings will be strengthened 
and there will be penalties for the consumption of fuel and electricity over 


the planned norm.

Measures have been adopted for the corresponding decrease in the consumption 
of lubricants and liquid gas in the state enterprises. 


The measures taken with respect to saving electrical energy yielded results 
already in 1982. The growth of generation was far below the growths observed 
in past years and an even smaller growth is planned for 1983. Nominalized 
allocations have been made to the main consuming enterprises. The existing 
Statistical system has been improved. There are quarterly meetings with the 
main organisms to examine their total consumption and that «f the large con- 
Suming enterprises, analyzing causes for overconsumption and measures to take 
to eliminate them. 


Measures have been taken to reduce our expenditures in Invisibles--that is, 
our diplomatic missims abroad, trips by delegations and other external ex- 
penditures. This has already yielded a savings of almost 8 million pesos in 


1982. 


The measures taken and being applied to increase revenue for productive ser- 
vices--that is, port supplies and services, the provisioning of the maritime 
and air fleets, payment for prompt shipment and demurrage, decreased payments 
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for rent and freignt, etc.--already have had positive results in 13:32. 
“xpenditures for these services should decrease almost 30 :nillion ves 
pared to 1981 and the revenue from some entries has increased up to 40 


concerning exports, measures have been taken and are being implemented t 
Stimulate workers involved in exports through bonuses in national currency 
and bonuses in convertible currency to organisms and enterprises that fulfill 
and overfulfill their export plans. This has already had positive results 
this year. There is also systematic monthly control of the main exportable 
products. 

A resolution was approved to offer stimuli to the different enterprises to 
oroduce mainly consumer articles from scraps and idle inventories. Also in- 
creased production by local industry is stimulated. 


[nere has been work on a plan to replace, to a certain degree, national con- 
sumption of refined sugar with direct white sugar in order to allocate refined 
sugar for export. This year some 60,000 tons have been substituted and 

this is expected to increase in the coming years. 


A set of measures has been taken for optimum use of packaginzs and increased 
recovery of different types. Resolutions have been drawn up to standardize 
recovery. There has been work to replace some types by others that mean less 
imports. There is also work to improve the packaging of medications, making 
“hem smaller with less expensive materials. 


veasures are being taken to package feed in bulk. In 1981 only some 31,000 
tons were handled by bulk; this figure will double in 1982 and there are 
plans in 1983 to transfer some 120,000 tons in bulk. This will increase to 
250,000 tons in 19384, 600,000 tons in 1985, etc. 


In paint production, formulas costing less in convertible currency have been 
introduced. Measures have been taken so that the people's government organs, 
with some local resources, produce paint to solve part of the problem. In 
1982, 2.5 milliom liters were produced this way; 10 million liters are 


planned for 1983. 


There has been work to increase the recovery of tires through regulations and 
incentives to make recaps to replace new tires. 


School gardens and productive lots have been developed to respond to the neec 
for certain agricultural products consumed in the schools. Already at the 
close of the last school year, there were 721 gardens and more than 1,300 
productive lots. The plan for this school year is 964 school gardens. Areas 
for self-supply basically in agricultural and livestock enterprises are 

also being developed. 


There has been work, with positive results already in 1982, on the organiza- 
tion of personnel mobilizatio for clearing agricultural fields in order to 


replace imported herbicides. 


In the fight to replace imports, the plan includes other measures like: con- 
tinued development of aquiculture; increased production of forage; development 
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of the production of torula; and increased production of artificial wood to 


replace imported resins needing convertible currency with national produc- 
tion using formyl; etc. 


he organisms and enterprises in the country will receive these and many otrer 
easures and must apply them accordingly. The possibility of carrying out 
the plan which we now submit for the consideratiao of ANPP rests on this. It 
is a plan of unquestionable strain that depends, as never before, on the ef- 
fort of all of us. We are sure that once more we will be up to the test, 
once more we will demonstrate that there is no difficulty that cannot be 
overcome by our working and revolutionary people. There is no aggressive pc 
ey of imperialism that can bring us to our knees, no matter how many diffi- 
ko concise 


culties there are or how many sacrifices and efforts are required to conque 
then. 


Facing the attempts of imperialism to defeat us and humiliate us and facing

STATUS OF BANANA PLAN--Roseau Dominica Friday (CANA)--HOPES of early action on 
the Dominica government's plan to reorganise the low-producing debt-ridden ba- 
nana industry appeared dim today, industry officials said. The action depends 
on farmers’ approval of the plan, which would allow the U.S. to release funds, 
but there is some criticism of the plan. The government had been hoping for a 
change of heart from the biggest farmers' body, which has condemned the plan, 
but might have to wait until next year for a firm answer to its latest ap- 
peal, the officials said. The Dominica Farmers' Union (DFU), which has 2,500 
members, decided at a meeting here this week to discuss the issue betrore Feb- 
ruary 28. The union's Southern Dominica members have been pressing it to ac- 
cept the plan to let the private sector take over the running of the industry 
from a state-backed association with a reported debt of EC$21 million. Nor- 
thern Dominica farmers came out against the suggestion for the industry which 
accounts for about 70 per cent of the island's foreign exchange earnings. The 
association's position and that of the industry which is not expected to meet 
an export projection this year of 25,000 tons of fruit, worsened after hurri- 
canes of 1979 and 1980, which wiped out most of the banana plantations. The 
United States Agency for International Development (USAID) is giving Dominica 
EC$4.7 million under the reconstruction plan. Prime Minister Eugenia Charles 
said the island was unable to draw on the funds because the farmers have not 
fully backed it.

DROP IN FOOD IMPORTS--ST GEORGES'S, Grenada, Thursday (CANA)--The People's 
Revolutionary Government has been able to significantly decrease the amount of 
money Grenada spends on the importation of food since the Grenada Revolution, 
Deputy Prime Minister Bernard Coard has announced. Addressing government em- 
ployees at an emulation ceremony, Mr. Coard said that more food is now being 
grown in the country, and that from a pre-1979 figure of 48 per cent, the 
government has been able to bring down to around 28 per cent the amount of 
foreign exchange spent on the importation of food. He said that as a result 
of this save in foreign exchange, the country was now able to use most of its 
foreign exchange on the importation of machinery and other equipment for the 
development of Grenada's infrastructure and for further expansion of the econ- 
omy. He also disclosed that the left-leaning Grenada Government had signifi- 
cantly diversified the country's export crops, and stated that traditional 
crops now account for 81 per cent of exports as opposed to 97 per cent before 
the Grenada Revolution. Mr. Coard, who is also the country's Finance Mini- 
ster, in a further rundown on the economic performance of Grenada in the past 
three years said that unemployment had dropped from 49 percent in 1979 to 14.2 
percent this year. The economy also grew by 13 per cent between 1979 and 1982 
and inflation which was as high as 23 per cent in 1980 had fallen to the re- 
spectable seven per cent in 1982, he added. [Bridgetown ADVOCATE-NEWS in

CDB LOAN--ST. GEORGE'S Grenada--Grenada is to receive a $2 million loan from 
the Barbados-based Caribbean Development Bank (CDB), it was officially an- 
nounced here. The coordinator for CDB loans in the Ministry of Planning. Nor- 
man Murray, said government had already received the document for the money 
from the CDB but was now examining the terms and conditions of the loan. Mur- 
ray did not disclose the terms and conditions of the loan being offered by the 
bank but said the agreement is expected to be signed shortly between the gov- 
ernment and the CDB. He said the loan, which will cover a three-year period, 
is to be used for the establishment, rehabilitation and maintenance of crops 
and livestock on 26 state-owned farms. The project is aimed at developing a 
total of 770 acres of land and will be completed in three phases with the first 
phase covering 430 acres of land of which 236 will be used for the cultivation 
of cocoa and the remainder for the production of nutmegs, coconuts, rootcrops 
and vegetables. Murray added that the second and third phases of the project 
would utilise 340 acres of land for similar developmental purposes and would 
also be used for livestock production.

ECONOMIC PERSPECTIVES FOR 1983 ANALYZED 
Guatemala PRENSA LIBRE in Spanish 10 Jan 83 p 2, 63 


(Text] The future of this country will have to be determined by a choice 
between greater freedom and restrictions with negative effects on all aspects 
of national life, according to an analysis of the Guatemalan crisis made by 
the Center for Economic Social Studies. 


One of the directors of this research center, Juan Carlos Simons, a business- 
man and private sector leader, makes a series of observations in this study 
concerning "Guatemala in Crisis," a subject which has received attention in 


recent years. 


The analysis also attempts to make some predictions, taking into account 
the situation existing at the beginning of 1983, with the specific political, 
economic and social conditions prevailing now. 


Some Suppositions 


It is assumed at the outset that the economic crisis has been recognized for 
some time; nevertheless, the deterioration is increasing with no sign of an 
adequate economic policy. 


Simons comments that “in this country changes have been effected with regard 

to administrative corruption. There is talk of a general change in attitude, 
which undoubtedly will have some benefits. However, benefits for the country's 
economy, that is, the population require practial measures that will lead 

to different results." 


It is suggested, therefore, that we must realize that a large part of what 
we were doing previously was wrong or inadequate, and it is necessary to breax 
with the past, not only in theory but also in practice. 


The Facts 


The analysis enumerates facts which tend to show the negative results obtained 
from certain measures applied in the past, such as forcing increases in the 
minimum wage in agriculture, which in the end resulted in unemployment and 
distortions that had a bad effect on production levels due to higher costs. 
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it is recalled that that measure did not take into account the fact that 
business in this country was showing signs of diminishing profits; that 
foreign and regional political situation was growing worse ail the time; and 
that the measures adopted by the Guatemalan Government did not furnish either 
encouragement or a sense of security, all of which required little effort 

to realize that a serious economic crisis was approaching. 


[In this part of the analysis specific reference is made to the fact that 

when toreign exchange controls were instituted (April 1980), reserves were 
over $700 million; nevertheless, the government said it was the rate at which 
reserves were decreasing that made controls necessary. 


At that time they did not want to heed the observations of various sectors, 
among them the CEES, to the effect that controls would accelerate the out- 
flow of foreign exchange and foster capital flight. 


The result was 6 months after the institution of exchange controls reserves 
had decreased by 25 percent, or $180 million, while 6 months before they had 
only dropped by $12 million, that is, 1.7 percent for April. 


Regarding this Simon comments that at that time it was said that this was a 
control over capital transfers that would not affect normal transactions 

and that they only wanted to have a record of commitments from abroad and 
insure the adequate use of foreign exchange in order to prevent abuses such 

as the unjustified export of Guatemalan capital. Because of the alarm raised 
in some sectors. They promised publicly not to restrict commercial or tourist 
transactions, student remittances, credit cards, or anything else. 


"We all know what really happened," Simons continues, "because little by 
little they have been restricting the freedom we Guatemalans had to decide 
what to do with the fruit of our labors. Despite the change to a new govern- 
ment, which is genera!ly inclined to make positive changes, economic policy, 
instead of moving to promote confidence in the present regime, has caused 
increasing confusion in every sector.” 


Other facts are provided as economic indicators of singular importance to 

the analysis, among them the minus 1 percent negative growth for 1981 and 

the minus 3 percent in 1982. Not withstanding this, the monetary authorities 
are trying to meet the foreign debt without considering that there is no 
expectation for a significant recovery in the rate of production in the short 


or medium term. 


According to CEES, the national debt--which all Guatemalans must pay--was 
over 2.1 billion guetzals at the end of 1981. In per capita terms this 
means that every newborn Guatemalan owes 300 quetzals just to cover the 


national debt. 


The CEES analysis concludes that monetary policy is the root of-the Guatemalan 
economic problem and the policy which is being applied at present only 
represses but does not in any way stimulate the nation's economy. 
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[he CEES expresses a growing concern over the restrictive tendencies manifest- 
ed in government decisions in all aspects of national life, and in the 
economy in particular. 


One of the conclusions of the CEES analysis is that there are only 2 options 
for action at this time: either allow more freedom or impose greater restric- 
tions, which assumes not only a change in attitude but in economic policy a 
as well.

SUGAR PRODUCTION ESTIMATED AT 12 MILLION QUINTALS 
Guatemala PRENSA LIBRE in Spanish 22 Jan 83 p 6

[Text/ Sugar production for 1982-83 will be complete and without limitations, 
with a total of 12 million quintals of 100 pounds each, it was agreed yester- 
day afternoon at a meeting of the economic cabinet and sugar mill owners held 
in the banquet room of the National Palace. 


Meeting at 3:00 pm, 20 sugar mill representatives exchanged impressions with 
the minister of economy, Julio Matheu, the minister of agriculture, Leopoldo 
Sandoval Villeda, the minister of finance, Leonardo Figueroa Villate and 

Mr Nicolas Buonafina, all members of the economic cabinet. 


"The meeting,’ Sandoval Villeda said in an interview granted to PRENSA LIBRE, 
"reached positive conclusions. It was cordial, and the sugar mill owners were 
receptive to the government's position. 


"We consequently reached concrete agreements. The most important one was that 
the harvest would be complete; it actually began a few days ago." 


"What in brief was the problem you faced in this regard?" 


"Up to yesterday there were limitations because some sugar mills were receiving 
cane from independent growers. At the same time the sugar mill owners were 
planning a short harvest (the growers told PRENSA LIBRE that the sugar mill 
owners were thinking of a 9.9 million-quintal harvest).” 


"If that had been the case," said the minister, "the harvest would have ended 
at the end of February. But the government had decided on a complete har- 
vest." 





"Would you sum up?" 


"Yesterday, the sugar mill owners agreed to enlarge their activities, inclu- 
ding receiving more cane. Thus a large number of workers who cut, transport, 
and actually process the cane at the sugar mills will benefit." 
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"What will total production be?" 


"Twelve million quintals, which will provide sufficient sugar for the domes- 
tic market and for the new, nontraditional markets that are now opening up.”

NATIONAL BUDGET CUT--The Nation's budget has been reduced by the considerable 
amount of 146 million quetzals, the minister of public finance, Leonardo 
Figueroa Villate, told the press yesterday. That official said the measure 
was taken in view of the various economic problems confronting the country, 
and in accordance with the austerity program that the present government has 
adopted. He explained that the ministries benefiting most would be Education, 
Agriculture, and Defense, which face emergency situations that must be solved. 
On another matter, the finance minister, in answer to questions by reporters 
on the purchase of arms by Guatemala from the United States, said there was a 
provision in the budget for this purpose, specifically for the acquisition 

of parts. However, foreign exchange is required, and the government does not

PUBLIC, FOREIGN DEBT FIGURES--The public debt of this country has gone over 

2 billion quetzals, including both foreign and domestic debt, the minister 

of finance, Leonardo Figueroa Villate, told reporters yesterday. The official 
was. interviewed by reporters as he emerged from the presidential palace. He 
said that Guatemala's foreign debt is over 1.4 billion quetzals while the 
internal debt is 600 million quetzals. He indicated that there was a payment 
schedule for paying off this debt. He added that the debt had been accumulat- 
ing over several years and would be paid off in accordance with commitments. 
He insisted that the country would succeed in making the payments through bud- 
get programming, rational expenditures, and programs to reactivate the economy. 
Figueroa Villate explained that the present period was one of the most diffi- 
cult Guatemala has ever experienced in economic matters. "Other countries," 
he continued, "are seeking new economic models and laying aside traditional 
theories precisely because they are facing similar needs. I think," he said, 
"that the present situation is much more difficult than the 1930's." [Text]

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ELECTRIC POWER INVESTMENT--Approximately 35 million quetzals will be spent 
by the government to generate energy at thermoelectric plants this year, 
according to Rolando Yon Siu, manager of the National Electritication I[Insti- 
tute (INDE). He indicated that Guatemala spent 100 million quetzals for 
fuel in 1981 for the same purpose. Last year, he said, this expenditure 
dropped to 55 million, and this year it will fall to 35 million quetzals.

REPORT ON TUC LEADER POLLYDORE'S NEW YEAR MESSAGE 
Georgetown GUYANA CHRONICLE in English 1 Jan 83 p 16 


Text] ..GENERAL Secretary of the Guyana Trades Union Congress Joseph Polly- 
dore in his New Year message urged workers to dedicate themselves to work 
harder towards building a stronger trade union movement and a prosperous 
Guyana. 


He said that the workers and trade unions have had their worst experience 
within recent years. For very large sections of workers, it was a year of 
increasing frustrations, disillusionments, and uncertainties, the TUC General 


Secretary said. 


There was a loss of more than 6 000 jobs effected by a retrenchment process 
which reflected widespread favouritism and unjustified discrimination. The 

6 000 workers retrenched last year together with the redeployment exercise in 
1978, in which 3 500 workers lost their jobs, resulted in a total of nearly 
10 000 workers without employment in the public sector. The retrenchment ex- 
ercise has added to the massive unemployment which had previously been build- 
ing up in the country over the past seven years, Mr. Pollydore said. 


Persons with the required professional qualifications, work experience and 
good work performance were retrenched because of the stigma of being ideolog- 
ically or politically tainted uncommitted. Vacan[{cies] which occurred follow- 
ing the retrenchment were in many instances filled by absolute new comers 
while retrenched workers remained unemployed. 


Skvrocketing consumer prices, shortage of basic consumer items including es- 
sential or basic food items, unavailability of manufacturing and industrial 
inputs, increased transportation costs, hikes in electricity rates, and other 
public utility charges, coupled with imported inflation, had the combined 
effect of drastically reducing the purchasing power of the dollar and lowering 
the living standards of large sections of the population below the absolute 
minimum, the TUC veteran said. 


"Indeed food is plentiful in Guyana, but there can be hunger and starvation in 
the midst of plenty such as is the case of large numbers of Guyanese children 
today whose parents because of low wages, high consumer prices, unemployment 
of underemployment cannot afford to provide them with the bare necessities," 
Cde Pollydore observed. 
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Cde Pollydore said that “while we cannot obscure the existence of similar or 
even worse economic and social problems in a number of other developing coun- 
tries, when reference to such external situations becomes an obsession by po- 
litical and trade union leaders who try to rationalise on the Cuvana situa- 

tion, they could have the psychological effect of developing in the minds of 

Guyanese a feeling of complete surrender or resignation to a life bedevilled 
by an incurable or insurmountable adversity thus depriving them of the will 
and desire to rise up to the challenge of the country's economic problems." 


Rising unemployment, he said, fear of losing employment, bureaucratic imposi- 
tions at various levels and the political hierarchy and misplaced preoccupa- 
tions by some trade union leaders by emphasing political instead of trade 

union commitment ana obligations to the workers, continue to have a weakeninsg 


effect on the militancy of the trade unions. 


In addition, based on a desire derived largely from ideological, political 
and nationalistic considerations, the unions have been shifting away from the 
traditional trade union militancy and have been relying on dialogue as a 
means of promoting mutual understanding in their relations with employers and 
the Government," Cde Pollydore said.

_Text] THE Guyana Police Force is in control of the crime situation and is 
to increase its vigilance on borders and airports with special emphasis on 
smuggling and exportation of diamonds and gold. 


Deputy Commissioner of Police Balram Raghubir disclosed this yesterday when 
recounting the Force's achievements for the year 1982 and giving projections 
for the New Year. 


While pointing out that there was no increase in crime the Deputy Commissioner 
explained that during the year there was a new trend in crime resulting in 
robbery, violence and murder. This trend was a source of annoyance to 


citizens. 


But according to him, the Police were now in control of the situation. He 
added, "The Police Force will continue its vigilance in order to wipe out the 
new trend", Most of the perpetrators of the new trend have been apprehended, 


he said. 


Deputy Commissioner Raghubir said that the Police were also concerned about 
the alarming number of road deaths and would be introducing new educational 
programmes with the hope of getting the public more alert to road safety. 


Talking about achievements, Deputy Commissioner Raghubir pointed out that the 
CARICOM Police Commissioners Conference held in Georgetown in 1982 had helped 
a gread deal in creating greater understanding of the role of the Police Ser- 
vice in the region. 


He made special reference to drug traffickers and fugitive offenders. For 
this year, he said, greater emphasis will be placed on Police Public Relations. 


More attention will be paid to the formation of additional Crime Prevention 
Committees and Youth Clubs.

Exports for the year 
accounted for 255 000 
tons or 87 per cent of the 
1982 production figure of 
287 725 tons. 

Of this amount, 174 000 

tons were sold to the 
European Economic 
Community , 51 000 tons 
to the United States , 
24 000 tons to Canada, 
while the Caribbean 
Community countries 
purchased 125 tons. 

Speaking with the 
Corporation’s senior 
personnel at the La 
Bonne Intention estate, 
before the start of a one- 
day Estates Financial 
Control seminar 
Tuesday, Cde Davis 
noted an increase in 
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productivity in general 
items during 1982 as 
compared to 1981. 

Production during last 
year surpassed a revised 
target of 280 000 tons, 
92,8 per cent of the 
original 310 000 tons 
estimate. 

The 1982 second crop 
yielded 200 870 tons, the 
highest achievement for 
a single crop since 1976. 

In his address to 
directors and _ senior 
managers, the Guysuco 
Chairman also spoke of 
plans to return the local 
Sugar industry to a 
position of profitability 
with an improved yearly 
target of 350 000 tons of 
sugar by 1985.

NEW CIVIL AVIATION LAWS--PRESIDENT Forbes Burnham has signed into law tough 
new regulations governing the investigation and reporting on accidents in- 
volving civil aircraft in or over Guyana. The Civil Aviation (Investigation 
et Accidents) Regulations 1982 have replaced the Air Navigation (Investigation 
of Accidents) Regulations 1938 which have now been revoked. Any person con- 
travening or failing to comply with these regulations or any provisions in 
them shall be liable on summary conviction to a fine of $500 or to six months' 
imprisonment. The regulations which span 18 clauses and many sub-clauses, 
were published in an Extraordinary Issue of the Official Gazette and have im- 
mediate effect.

/Text/ The Secretariat of Commerce and Public Works published yesterday the 
second list of processed food products under price control in its Intensive 
Program of Inspection and Vigilence. 


The list includes oats, several brands of powered chocolate, canned fruit and 
vegetables, packaged white bread, skim condensed and infant milk. 


Laundry soaps, plain toilet and a second deodorant variety: toilet paper, 
facial tissues, napkins are added, all in different brands and varieties in 
weight and quality. A strenuous effort was made so that the prices of these 
products are the maximum that can operate in the market of any type, be it 
miscellaneous, self-service stores, markets or retail groceries. 


The above-mentioned list appeared in print in this newspaper. 


This program consisted of a widespread campaign is the response to the 
consumers, amidst hundreds of complaints and noncompliance pointed out by them 
a few days ago before the authorities of the consumer prosecutor and other 
watchful organizations from the business sector. 


The concealments, price violations, sales limitations and many other infractions 
are committed by certain members of the business sector mostly in the small 
business establishments where the buying power of the merchant is much less 

than in the large self-service chains. 


The rise in prices in some fuels and services had been used as a pretext among 
some merchants for skyrocketing prices of basic consumer products and basically 
the processed ones preferred by the majority of consumers, such as packaged 
bread and some types of soap. 


In some products--such as various types of processed milk--violations such as 
disguising the product turned up. 


The present list gives prices of some canned fruits and vegetables which had 
shot up alarmingly in their natural state, and in their sale to wholesalers, 
middlemen and retailers. 
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The secretariat wanted it known that all the force of the law will be used by 
means of economic sanctions, administrative embargos and even jailing the 
merchants who do not respect the maximum prices noted on the list. In 
addition, he asked for national solidarity to advance within the economic 


situation of the country.

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FELLOW CITIZENS: 


Today, New Year's Day, 1983, we find ourselves at the 
starting-point of what is destined to be perhaps the most 
Significant yaar in the entire history of this country. The 
theme for 1933 will be the theme of Independence, the coming 
of age of the islands of St. Kitts and Nevis, and the adop- 
tion of a new Independence Constitution which will be marked 
by provisions for the entrenchment of a framework of unity 
for our twin islands. 


As you all know by now, the recently completed Consti- 
tutional Conference in London has endorsed a proposal for 
a Federation of St. Kitts and Nevis, which assures the sig- 
nificant realization of the right to self-determination for 
the people of our islands. That this constitutional advance- 
ment is being achieved without the necessity for fragmenta- 
tion is a tribute to the teamwork, the flexibility, and the 
commitment of the members*of my Government to common objec- 
tives of progress, peaceful co-existence and prosperity for 
our neighbouring islands. 


We of the Coalition Government of the People's Action 
Movement and the Nevis Reformation Party are determined to 
go forward iyito the future in the service of every man, 
woman and child in this country. We are convinced trat as 
the year 1983 unfolds, all citizens of goodwill will re- 
dedicate themselves to the common task at hand, tne task 
of steering the ship of State into uncharted and unchalleng- 
ing waters, the task of preparing ourselves to take our 
rightful place among the sovereign nations of the earth. 


UNITY OF OUR TWO ISLANDS

That attitude 
is 107 surprising because every political party aspires to 
be the Government. However, we must not allow these aspira- 
tions to undermine and destroy the foundation of democracy 
which has ensured our stability to this point and which is 
essential for our continued progress.

DEMOCRATIC RIGHTS OF THE INDIVIDUAL 





Anothér equally important feature of the draft Consti- 
tution is the emphasis which has been laid on the preserva- 
tion of the democratic rights of the individual. Such free- 
doms have been called fundamental, and they include the 
right to life, to liberty, to property, the right of asso- 
ciation and of assembly. We have constitutionally enshrined 
the rights of women and of children born out of wedlock. 


The steps which must be taken to prepare ourselves for 
the assumption of a new constitutional status have been 
carefully planned, and they will be implemented with equal 
care and foresight. But, fellow citizens, Independence is 
not just a matter of a new document or even of a new status, 
however apt that document may be, or however overdue is the 
attainment of the new status. In the final analysis, it is 
a people who create a nation, and it is for a people that 
a nation is created.

If Independence is going to mean a better 1 
ife for o 
country, it will call for the involvement of the productive 
and creative energies of all segments of our society. Gov- 
ernment has worked unceasingly to give proper effect to the 
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dynamics of this realization, and our four-pronged plan of 
action envisages the promotion of tourism, the expansion 
of light industry, the diversification of our agriculture, 
and thegpromotion of the educational, social and cultural 
well-being of the people of our country. 


As we move into the year 1903, the year of destiny, 
the year of Independence, the stage nas been set for the 
introduction of the type of linkage which we anticipate 
between the four planks of a diversified economic system.

‘ne of the spinoffs of our new independent status will 
be our eligibility to join with the other sugar-producing 
nations of the African, Caribbean and Pacific Group. This 
ACP membership will equip us to be better able to address 
the problems of securing improvements in the sugar situa- 
tion. But agriculture does not only mean sugar. Agriculture 
is the utilization of alternative crops, and agriculture 
must mean making the most of one of our greatest national 
resources, the soil of our two islands. 


Right now, Government is engaged in an overall agri- 
cultural planning programme in collaboration with a United 
Nations Development body. This UNDP Programme has a plan- 
ning expert based here in the State, setting and refining 
long-term goals in agriculture. We are encouraged by the 
progress of the revitalized cotton industry in Nevis, and 
we have secured the services of an agricultural expert who 
is based there. We are tackling the constraints which have 
made it difficult to implement projects in Nevis requiring 
irrigation, and we have now reached to the point where we 
have been able to design an irrigation programme which has 
the capability of overcoming the water problem in a parti- 
cular area. This kind of programme is essential to realis- 
ing tne full agricultural potential of Nevis within the 
framework of a national agricultural plan. 


OUR YOUNG PEOPLE 





My Government realises that the future of this coun- 
try belongs to the vibrant multitude of the youth. Our aim 
will be to motivate young people to develop a new concept 
of agriculture as a respectable occupation with potential 
for growth, development and profit. Working the land has 
traditionally been regarded as a semi-retirement job, a 
pastime for older people. But if we are to derive the benee

POLITICAL FORTUNES OF OPPOSITION LEADER GONSALVES REVIEWED

KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, 
Tuesday (CANA) — One time 
rabid Marxist and leading 
Eastern Caribbean exponent 
of scentfie socialhsm, Vin- 
centian Dr. Ralph Gonsalves 
has made a virtua! about turn 
The formation by Gonsalves of 
his own political party-n St. 
Vincent, virtually completes 
the transformation of the 
former University of the West 
Indies professor who returned 
to his homeland three years 
ago intent on taking state 
power. 

Gonsalves quit the radical 
lefiwing United Peoples’ 
Movement ‘UPM) he helped 
found in 1979 and which he led 
until his resignation this year, 
after disagreement with the 
executive over the future 
course of the party. 

He was joined by another 
former UPM member, Caspar 
London, in forming the 
Movement for National Unity 
(MNU) which he said is 
dedicated to unifying op- 
position to the Labour 
Government of Prime 
Minister Milton Cato. 

Gonsalves’ split with the 
UPM over ‘deology surprised 
even the mosi experienced 
observer of  Vincentian 
politics, but underscored the 
changes that have taken place 
in his general outlook and his 
perception of the path to 
power in this small, mostly 
agr'cultural-based island. 

The leader of the MNU is 
just not the same Ralph 
Gonsalves who was virtually 
expelled from Barbados three 
years ago as a security threat 


and was regarded as the East 
Caribbean's foremost ex- 
ponent of Marxism-Leninism 
and scientific socialism. 

In i982, Gonsaives was 


‘telling Vincentians openly that 


the UPM decision to build a 
Marxist-Leninist party at this 
time was a bad decision. ‘It is 
in our view a major error...” 

And one of the significant 
reasons he advanced was that 
such a party would be !solated 
from ‘‘the mass of the working 
people..." he was ali but 
acknowledging that there is no 
room in St. Vincent today for a 
Marxist-Leninist party — that 
iS, a political party that would 
take the lead in bringing about 
fundamental changes in 
society. 

Three years ago, Gonsalves 
was in the forefrogt of the 
UPM campaign to bring about 
such changes, energetically 
leading the party into elec- 
tions in 1979, which it lost to 
Cato’s Labour Party. 


The intervening years, and, 
particularly, the last year or 
so have been profoundly 
important for Gonsalves, and 
probably played a key role in 
altering his perspective about 
politics in St. Vincent, in 
particular and the wider 
Caribbean 1n general. 

By his own admission, he 
has learnt the lessons of the 
UPM's 1979 electoral defeat 
well, and during 1982 sought to 
correct errors which he felt 
the party made and thus ran 
up against strong opposition, 
especially from such devoted 
party ideologes as Renwick 
Rose.

KINGSTOWN, St. Vincent, 
Wednesday (CANA) — One of 
the three St. Vincent and the 
Grenadines Opposition 
parliamentarians, Calder 
Williams, has withdrawn his: 
support for Opposition 
Leader, James Mitchell. 

But it was unciear if he 
would himself make a bid for 
the post of Opposition Leader 
or support the third 
parliamentarian, Randolph 
Kusselil. 

Mr. Williams has informed 
Governor-General, Sir Sydney 
Gunmunro that he no longer 
supports the New Democratic 
Party (NDP) leader. 

Last September, Mr. 
Williams withdrew support for 
Mr. Russell, the then 
Opposition Leader, and 
supported Mr. Mitchell. Mr. 
Williams himself was the first 
of the three eS ae 
parliamentarians to hold the 
post after the December 1979 
general elections. 

His latest move appears to 
have stemmed from the 
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NDP’s rejection over the 
weekend of his application for 
re-admission to the party. 

Last month, Mr. Williams 
announced that he _ had 
dissolved his Working 
Peopie’s Party (WPP) and 
rejoined the NDP, a party he 
had left because of a row 
shortly after winning his seat 
in the general elections. 

Mr. Williams had given the 
NDP until last Friday to state 
its position on his membership 
application, his candidacy for 
the North Leeward Con- 
stituency in the next general 
elections, and also sought 
assistance from the NDP to 
pay an EC$27 000 (one E.C. 
doliar equals 37 cents U.S.) 
libel suit fine. 

Last weekend, the NDP told 
him that it could not help him 
pay the fine and that it 
regarded his ultimatum as an 
“attempt at blackmail.’ It 
also accused him of trying to 
use the position of Opposition 
Leader as ‘‘ransom"’ in the 
issue.

[Text] Unfortunately, in his last two statements the secretary general of the 
government party has touched upon the economic issue with great levity; at the 
end of 1982 he was stating that the opposition had given him a Christmas pres- 
ent for the government of President Herrera, by leaving the budget renewal 
mechanism open to him, as that would allow him to proceed with a free hand in 
determining the budgetary expenditures for the year just beginning. Two de- 
tails indicate that the facts are totally different from what Dr Eduardo 
Fernandez thought them to be: in the first place, it is worthless for the 
cutive office to have decreed a renewed budget fur 95.392 billion 
bolivares, if the estimates for ordinary revenues turn out to be questionable 
by around 7.8 billion in doubt, and the estimates of extraordinary revenue de- 
pend on the possibilities of refinancing 16.06 billion in public debts and in 
locating licenses or bonds for the public debt on the order of 1.521 billion. 
Faced with the slim possibilities of achieving this, the minister of finance

fidence which has prevented the slowing down of the flight of foreign currency, 

and two, the petroleum market crisis which impacts on foreign currency income 
tt.

"This implies that at any given time our reserves may be endangered, from which 
point a state has no other recourse but the control of exchange rates," said 


Perez. 


The AD leader assured that he is not a partisan of exchange rate control, and 
blamed "the erroneous policy" of the government for a measure being taken, in 
an unspecified future, that would be negative for the development of the coun- 
try. He added that the control of exchange rates is "a selective devaluation" 
which in his opinion should be avoided at all cost. 


How Can It Be Avoided? 

"By radically changing the economic policy followed by the government. By 
otfering greater liquidity, by controlling interest rates on the part of the 
Central Bank of Venezuela, by stimulating and diversifying production. I | 

lieve that economic development cannot be made subordinate to control of in- 
flation. In today's world nations must become accustomed to coexisting with 


a margin of inflation." 


Perez maintained that the obligation of AD is to fight for the return of the 
national economy to sound footing, and that to this end his party has intro- 
duced the Reform of the Central Bank Law to correct the withdrawal of the 
Petroleos de Venezuela funds.

FOREIGN RESERVES FIGURES--For the week ending 7 January, tne Central Bank 


Venezuela reported exchange transactions that produced 484 million dollars i 
income and 617 million dollars in debits, resulting in a new drop in foreign 
reserves, which were placed at 9.906 billion dollars. For the immediately 
preceding week they were at 10.039 billion. In what is referred to as the 


sale of foreign currencies, a daily drop of 22 million dollars is being ob 


served, caused basically by the decline experienced in demand trom the govern- 
ment and other public entities, since sales to financial institutions tlec 
ted an increase. For its part, monetary liquidity demonstrates that the mone- 
tary market remained stable, since the decrease in this variable relative to 

the previous week was barely perceptible. The liquidity profile was placed 
it 127.863 billion bolivares as of 31 December. Also, according to the in- 
dicators from the issuing bank, a recovery of 2.0868 billion bolivares is be- 
ing felt by the commercial banks.
